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IDEAL CHRISTMAS TREE FOR HOME 
IS THE DOUGLAS-FIR 


ACCORDING to popular legend, 
the origin of the use of Christ- 
mag trees has been attributed 
to Martin Luther. As the story 
goes, Luther, wandering through 
the woods one Christmas Eve, 
was overcome with wonder at 
the beauty of the heavens. He 
cut a small fir tree and upon re- 
turning home lighted it with 
eandles in tribute to the starry 
sky, 

The authenticity of this story 
has never been proved, and it 
is gerierally regarded as one of 
many legends about a great 
man. The city of Strassburg 
in Germany is gencraliy recog- 
nized as the real birthplace of 
the Christmas tree. 

Fits, decorated with various 
ornaments, were. used at Christ~ 
mas in Strassburg as early as 
1604, The custom soon spread 
throughout Germany and from 
Germany to other lands. How- 
ever, no other people have given 
such splendor to the Christmas 
tree as have the Germans. 

In our own country we have 
a national Christmas tree, the 
General Grant tree in General 
Grant National Park. The tree 
is a Bequoia or giant redwood, 
and in estimated to be 267 feet 
high, Each year, services con- 
ducted bencath this tree are 
broadcast over a national net- 
work, and many people attend 
the services,

The ideal Christrias tree for 
ths home is, of course, the fir, 
the Douglas-fir being most com- 
monly used. The Douglas-fir has 
needles whick are soft and flat; 
before shedding these, the tree 

* turns a golden brown. 

The spruce is very similar to 
the fir but not so satisfactory, 
as it has sharp prickly needles 
and is the first to shed its 
needles. 

The hemlock is rather popular 
as a Christmas tree; it, too, 
sheds its needles quickly in a 
hot room. Pine tree. do not have 
the symmetrical appearance of 
the firs, but they make nice 
Christmas trees, . 

If you intend to buy a living 
Christinas trea and set it out 
after use in your home, remem- 
ber that the earlier you fake it 
outdoors after Christmas, the 
better luck you will have with 
it, Do ot neglect to water‘ ft. 
Until weather beconies suitable 
for planting, keep the tree out- 
doors in a safe place and leave 
burlap on to prevent it from 
rotting, 

Tf you are buying a spruce 
tree to be planted outdoors, the 
Colorado blue spruce and the 
Black Hill spruce will do better 
than the Norway spruce, If buy- 
ing a fir, choose we ite fir, Doug. 
las-fir or Normann fir, For a 
tree which you would like near 
& doorway of your home, the 
common. redeedar Is excellent, 
as are also the silver, tha Can- 
nart and the Schott redecdar, 
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FOR A MANTEL 
Nothing is nicer for mantel 
decoration than a series of 


plaster angels used with tall 
and stately candles. 
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robe was the central figure; it 
was set rather cleverly on the 
edge of a five-and-ten tin pie 
plate, the outer edge of which 
had been curved cyer a rolling 
pin (easy if you de it slowiy and 
with the help of a small ham- 
mer). Under the curve of the 
Pie plate were hidden a group 
of blue Christmas tree bulbs 
that gave an ethereal light to 
the figure. The cords to the 
lights were hidden by small pine 
branches 1nd twigs of holly. 

With easy-to-manage “foot- 
lights” like these, you can do all 
sorts of interesting and unusual 
things in your decorations, You 
can cut out of cardboard simple 
silhouettes of angels kneeling.

Remove what- 
ever decorations you have over 
the mantel and swag-drape a 
rich length of white satin on the 
wall with one side higher than 
the other. 

Usually it is more satisfac- 
tory to make the swag on a 
separate piece of composition 
board and hang it from thin in- 
visible wires from the molding. 
Catch it up at the high points 
with silver stars. This severe 
and dignified decoration is par- 
ticularly lovely against an in- 
teresting dark wall. 

If the usual red and green 
Christmas colors look daggers 
at your interior decorations, 
don’t. be downceast ... try gild- 
ing or silvering with radiator 
paint pine cones, greenery, 
gourds and nuts, and make fes- 
toons, These can be a part of 
the design of the room, yet con- 
tribute their own bit of scaconal 
brilliance too.
